JEWS’ INFANT SCHOOLS. 

The new Branch School of the Jews’ Infant Schools in Buckle Street (the first, 
turning in Commercial Road) will be cons 
Chief Rabbi, the Rev. Dr. H. Adler. In the absence from England of the President 
of the Institution, Sir Julian Goldsmid, Bart., M.P., Mr. F. D. Moeatta, Vice-President 
will occupy the chair at the secular part of the proceedings, at which a large and 
influential gathering is expected. The Right Hon, A.J. Mundella, M.P., will pro 
bably attend, and among those who have signified their intention to be present are 
the Countess of Rosebery, Mr. Sheriff Newton, several of Her Majesty's Inspectors 
of Schools.and others. The building has been erected from the designs of Messrs. 
Davis and Emanuel. It contains all the latest improvements throughout, and Her 
Majesty's Inspectors who have seen it pronounce it the best-arranged Infant School 
in the Kingdom. The building contains eleven class rooms, and will accommodate 
about. 1,000:children. The design generally is superior to the School in Commercial 
Street, which may be said to have grown to its present dimensions, having been 
designed originally for 400 children, and now accommodating 1,100, 

The Institution will celebrate its Jubilee next year, having been founded in

THE LATE MISS EMMA SAMUEL. 

By the death on Thursday, the 21st ult., at her residence in Clarendon Gardens, 
of Miss Emma Samuel, alink has been broken between the present day anda past 
generation, of whom but a very few still survive. Miss Samuel was the fourth 
daughter of the late Mr.Samuel M. Samuel, of Leman Street, who was a Warden of 
the Great Synagogue as far back as 1520. He was the senior representative of an 
old and respected family, with which, through one of its branches, several of the 
leading Jewish families are connected, and of which Baron Dennis Samuel was its 
leading member: Mr. Moses Samuel, uncle of Mr. Samuel Samuel, was the 
father of Mr. 8S. M. Samuel, of Park Crescent, Sir Julian Goldsmid is one of 


his great grandsons; and Baron de Worms is also a descendant. The 
late Miss Samuel was one of several children, the well-known Mr. Bun- 
ford Samuel having been her brother. She was & woman of | consi- 


derable intellect and intelligence. In her younger days she formed one of asmall 


band who regularly met once a week at the house of Dr. Barnard Van Oven to read 


German, a language in which she was highly proficient and the know- 
ledge of which was of great service when with others of her family 
she settled in Frankfort. In that city she lived about twenty years, 


returning to England at the outbreak of the Franco-German War. Of an extremely 
charitable disposition, she gave to Jew and Christian alike, though, until the latter 
part of her life, her power of doing good was restricted. Through the prudence of her 
brother, Mr. Bunford Samuel, her means, as well as that of her sister, a lady now 
nearly ninety years old, were greatly improved. A peculiarity in connection with 
Miss Samuel's benevolence was that she could never be induced to contribute towards 
schools which did not include training for domestic service among its primary objects. 
Miss Samuel maintained the traditions of her father in her rigid adherence to reli- 
gious observances, but she was far from being bigotted in her principles. Her 
modesty in life was carried even to the grave for she had left express orders that her 
funeral was to be conducted as simply as possible, and that she was to be buried in a plain 
white deal coffin. The funeral took place last Sunday at the Willesden Cemetery, the

BURIAL STATISTICS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 

Sin,—In the report of the meeting of the B yard of the Federation of Synago. 
gues, given in last Frid iy 8 Jewiah Ch ronicle, Mr. Samuel Montacu, m.P.. is reported 
to have said that a statement with regard to Charity Fanerals which occurs.in our 
Annual Report was made “ in ignorance of the facts *" and Mr. Montagu was good 
enough to mention that we entertain friendly sentimenta towards the Federation. 
As much in justice to those sentiments asin the interests of the United Synazogue, 
anl in proof of our knowledge (not “ ignorance") of the facta, we desire to give the 
following explanation of the figures upon which we based our statement. It is true 
that there was a reduction of 25 in the number of “charitv” gda/t interments in 
1588 as compared with the previous year; but there was no corresponding increase 
in the number of “pay” adult funerals. .On the contrary; Qhere was an actual 
decrease of eight; thereby clearly showing that the “second-class” (partly-paid) 
funerals have increased at the expense of the “ first-class” (fully paid) funerals. 
The charges for “ pay” funerals decreased by £210, whilst the expenditure decreased 
by only £152. It is not enough to quote a decrease in charity funerals (in one e/ass 
only) la prove that our statement is incorrect. Mr. Montazcu must prove that. there 
has been an increase in “ pay’ funerals of the corresponding class. For some years 
past, the number of * Charity” funerals have been more than Half of the total. Any 
efforts that can be made to reduce that large proportion will always have our ‘most 
earnest consideration. but. it only tends to retard that desideratum by hastily 
giving expression to opinions that are not borne out by the statistics of the Burial 
Society

And so the Watcher 
placed behind the curtains where she cannot be seen, but ever and anon some move- 
ment or perhaps ber heavy breathing denotes her presence and seems to make the 
dsing patient shudder. At length the moment of dcath comes, and the last prayers 
are hurriedly muttered by the poor Polish woman wh» has been summoned from 
her daily avocation to come to pray with the passing spirit. All is over now, and 
the weeping relatives are called on to leave the form of their dear one to the rough 
hauds which in the safferer’s lifetime would not have been allowed to approach 
it. Is this not a desecration of the deai, and are not the hastily muttered 
Prayers a mockery of Religion ! 

But we will leave this painful scene, and look upon another pictare. Again it 
is the cham’ er of the dying, bat oh! how different, See the calm, gentle woman 
that is performing tender oflices for the sufferer andspeaking peace and consolation ; 
hear the holy words of solace, she ad iresses to the g:ieviog relatives. And now thé 
svlema Prayers for the dying are offered up slowly ayd reverentially by lips accus- 
tomed to move prayerfully. The end comes at last, and gently and kindly the 
nurs: leads the mourners away from the sad scene. They can trustfully leave 
their dead with the one who has shown so much tenderness while life was atill 
present, and who has he!ped so greatly to smooth the psth into theshadows, Taeir 
angui-h may be acute, but there is no horror mingled withit to renderit so much more 
bitter.

OPENING OF A SYNAGOGUE AT STROUD. 


At Stroud on Tuesday a new synagogue was opened by Mr, Charles Samuel 
and consecrated by the Rev. Dr. H. Adler, Delegate Chief Rabbi. The 
Jews established themselves in the town some twelve or thirteen years 
ago. There art now several families settled there and all are engadeg 
in the tailoring trade. Up to the present time they have worshipp d 
in a temporary building in Slad Road. The new synagozue is in Lans- 
down Road. nearer the centre of the town. It is of brick, and will accommodate abcut 
100 worshippers. On a lower floor is ample school accommodation. In the syna- 
gogue there is a gallery for female worshippers. The building is lighted by gas and 
by three massive candelabra which were presented by the Sheerness Hebrew Con- 
gregation. The Ark is approached by carpe d steps, and is surmounted by the Ton 
Commandments in gilt letters. On a side-Wall is displayed the Prayer for the Royal 
Family. The following are the officers ; President, Mr. 8, Hyman ; Treasurer, Mr. 
I. Englishman; Hon. Secretary, Rev. 8. Orler (minister, Stroud Congregation) ; 
Committee. Messrs. E. Greensweig, M. Whitehead, C. Berman, M. Mallinski, J. 
Goldstein. J. Bernstein and H. Levy ; Trustees, Messrs. 8. Hyman, J. Goldstein, E, 
Greensweig, H. Levy, L. Englishman and M. Whitehead.. Mr. Samuel performed the 
preliminary service of opening the synagogue with a silver key provided for the pur- 
pose. Every seat was occupied, and the ladies’ gallery was filled. Among those 
present were the Revs. L. Joseph (Cheltenham) and A. Izenberg (Bristol), Messrs. 5. 
Goldberg (Cheltenham), M. Bentish (Swindon), J. Sperher (Gloucester), and several 
prominent residents in Stroud, The Rev. 5. Orler and the Rev. J. Levy, B.A., Bristol, 
chanted the service. The Psalms were sung by the choir of the Bristol Synagogue, 
under the efficient direction of Mr. Henry Simmons, President of the Bristol Con- 
gregation, who kindly bere the expense of conveying the choir to Stroud. Mr. D. 

M. Davis. Choirmaster of the New West. End Synagogue, London, presided at the 
organ. During the usual circuits the Scrojls of the Law were carried by the Rev 
Dr. H. Adler, Mr. Charles Samuel, Mr. J. Goldstein and Mr. 8. Hyman. 

The Rev. Dr. ADLER delivered the following sermon: 

While the Israelites were still wandering in. the desert, ere they had yet found 
a resting place for the sole of their feet, the Lord commanded : ** And they sha!! 
make me a Sanctuary and I will dwell in the midst of them.” The Lord did not 
require a dw: lling-place. He filleth all space, as the Prophet phrases. It, “the 
Heavens are His throne and the earth is His footstool.” But fsrae! needed a palpable 
and visible centre, a rallying-point, a place for worship and communion, so that their 
belief in the One Omnipotent God might be preserved in the minds ot all the people, 
and that they might never more relapse into the sin of idol-worship. You know 
with what readiness they responded to the call, “And they came everyone w hose 
heart impelled him, and everyone whom his spirit. made willing. and they brought 
the Lord s offering to the work of the Tabernacle of the Congregation. So that 
within a short time the fair edifice stood completed. :

the box had been carefully read through. But, as it is found to be too troublesome 
to turn theese machines, a large number of them are placed together in a kind of mill 
where they are kept in motion by a water-wheel or a windmill, and the owner of 
each machine is credited with all the prayers as though he had punctiliously 
offered up every word of them himself. You think to yourselves, What glaring 
absurdity, what utter fatuity is this! But is this practice indeed so much worse 
than the methods pursued by ‘those who imagine that they perform a meritorious 
deed when they sit in the synagogue anid utter mechanically the words of the prayer- 
book without thinking or caring to think of their import, when they pronounce the 

ne of God with utter unconcern and indifference, when they indulge in conver- 
ion with their neighbour with the, smile of levity or listlessly with, the stare of 


vacancy Ah. brethren, the word APBM is derived from the verb 225 which sig- 
nifies “to think.” .‘Itas the first condition, nay the very essence of prayer, that our 
thoughts must wo with it.. [It must be heart service. 


“ My words go up, my thoughts remain below ;

Prayer without devotion is like a body without asoul—lifeless, useless. When we 
appro h the Lord we must be penetrated with the sense of His greatness and our 
littleness, His eternity and our short livedness, His purity and our sinfulness.

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NOTES OF A JOURNEY 


TO THE EAST. 


By Mr. ELKAN N. ADLER, M.A. 


HEBRON. 


Hebron, or Khalil, the “ City of Friendship, is perhaps the oldest city of 
se Holy Land, and, in interest, it vies with Jerusalem itself. Amonz wa Jews 
reverently described as MIN “ The Burial Ground of our Fathers, and 
pilgrimage thither is highly esteemed. The Mahommedans regard it with even 
ore reverence as a sacred place than Jerusalem, for is it not the last resting 
ace of Abraham—el Khalil Allah—the friend of God and His great 
yphet ? Their regard, although flattering to the founder of our race, carries 
th it the disadviuiage that it makes the Hebronites the most fanatical of the 
lowers of Islan and the most intolerant, Christians cannot live at Hebron, 
4 Jews there are treated as dogs. Carses both loud and deep greeted 
as we walked round the Great Mosque, which encloses the Cave of Machpelah ; 
tas we did not unc stand the meanings of the imprecations or appreciate 
be delicacy or appropriateness of the choice epithets they applied to us, and, as 
e missiles thrown at us were not well aimed, we could afford to treat our 
ception with amused nonchalance. Nowhere in the East did I meet with such 
igotry as at Lebron, and it did not surprise me tolearn that Dr. Stein, the 
vedical man whom we sent out there some time ago, has no Malfommedans 
mong his clientale, because the Hebronites, unlike thove who live in Jerusalem 
i: | elsewhere, are too utter fatalists to believe that medicine can arrest the pro- 
ess of disease or the angel of death. Though the local governmentthere and 
mh the neighbouring villages employs him occasional'y, it is merely aa a 
roner to inspect a corpse or hold an inquestand certify the cause of death! 
Mm ill he is honoured with the title of Government Physician, and though his 
rvices are gratuitous, the fact that they are accepted adds to his inflaence. He 
extremely well liked by the Jewe, and they were unanimous in his praise. Dr. 
tein takes great interest in the climatology of his station, and asked me to 
Bpply for him to the Meteorological Office here for Birom: ter, Toermometer, 
ad Rain Gauge. L ascertained that, for years past,no observatious had been made 
pearer than Beyrouth, and Mr. Regina!d Scott, the Secretary of the Office, gladly 
abmitted my request to the Council. However, they could not.accede to it, 
because Hebron is not a seaport nor its weather hkely to affect navigation. 
Hebron is the’ first town seen by the wanderer who reaches Palestine by 
ay of the Desert of Sinai, Even the most phlegmatic of temperaments cannot 
ail to be deeply impressed by a pilgrimage to the last reeting place of the Patri-. 
Marche, Bat, quite apart from considerations of sentiment, the beauty of its 
Mepocition and almost English verdare of the slopes which surround it, make 
: Hebron pre-eminent. It is, therefore, by no means surprising to find that 
pean Stanley aud other writers are quite poetical in describing the contrast 
Mmectween the wilderness of rocks one has to traverse for many days, and 
he fertility of the well watered valley in which it lics. The prevailing 
olour of the surrounding cliffs is purple, and the Mabommedans say that 
rom the red earth of Hebron, Adam, the first man, was formed, and that thence 


derived his name. The connectionthusa made between Adam and Edom or 


Meesav, the traditional patriarch of the Arabs of Syria is worthy of note. - That 
dam was also buried here, both Tulmiudical and Mahommedan legends agree.

meorman. This was obtained by the Prince of Wales when he went there in 1862, 


tnd the visit is graphically described in Stanley's “Sinai and Palestine.” But 
without a firman the most powerful persuasives will not secure an entrance. Even 
Baron and Baroness Edmond de Rothschild could not succeed in getting the 
Pasha of Palestine to admit them on his own responsibility, and so, although they 
travelled by land all over Palestine, Hebron they did not visit. And Mr. Benn 
Levy has told ine that a bribe of £500 was not sufficient to make the Governor 
of Hebron, or the Sheikh of the mosque, stretch a point in his case. 

In a corner of the enclosing wall, near the lofty entrance which fronts the 
mosque, is a stall gap built up with smooth stones, but leaving sufficient space 
for a man to crawl through. ‘This unofficial entrance leads to the subterranean 
chambers, and on the eve of our feetivals we Jews are permittel to come here to 
Pray, as we do at the wailing place at Jerusalem. Of course we are not per- 
mitted to go down the narrow passage into the world-old vault or cave below, 
but there is, not unnaturally, a large number of Jewish folk tales which cluster 
Speech Spot. Dr. Z. A. Frankl, for instance, gives the origin of the “ Purim 
“oa or“ window Purim,” still celebrated by the Sephardic Jews of Hebron on 
: “oniversary of their deliverance from an intolerable tax. It appears that 
ow there was a Pasha there who was very fond of money. Fired by the inemory 
hod ron of King Richard of the Lion Heart, or perhaps of his own sweet 
saa ok 7 “ie great minds think alike, His Excellency determined to get money 
subjects. He demanded 50,000 piastres of them under threat 
dias Sag leading members of the community and selling the rest iato 
nto - Rabbis were direly perplexed, for they could not scrape the sum 
Patriare', . t last, they could think of no other expedient than to write to the 

me avout their trouble, ‘They did eo, and bribed the watchman of th> 


Moeque, for bakhshish, to let the petition down by astring intotheCave of Machpe- 
lah, for, of course, even he dared not enter there. That night, the Pasha woke ap 
and, at his bedside, found three venerable looking sages, who demanded 50,000 
piastres of him, and threatened him with death if he did not pay. The Pasha saw 
that they were in earnest, went to hie money bags, and paid the 50,000 to the three 
weird old men. Next morning, at break of day, the Pasha’s soldiers come to the 
Jewish quarter to fetch the 50,000 subsidy he has levied upon them. The Jews 
are all in Synagogue, praying, for they know their last hour has come. The 
soldiers knock at the door, and the beadle burries to open it, when he notices 
a bag of money in the hall, just where the people wash their hands before enter- 
ing the Synagogue. He brings it to the “ Parnase,” who hands it to the Pasha. 
The Pasha recognizes both purse and money as his own, and declares that Abra- 
ham, Isaac and Jacob themselves have risen from their grave to keep him from an 
evil deed, and that the Jews must indeed be a people dear to Allah if thé 
Patriarche, after so many thousands of years, would come to life again merely 
to protect them from injiry. He makes the community a present of the money, 
but requires them to promise to pray for him if ever he should be in trouble 
There are elements of truth in this story, and obviouely it is capable of a very 
rational explanation. 

The com-nunity used to be very small, and even now numbers barely a thousand 
souls out of a total population of ten times that number. About the year 1265 Nach- 
manides went to Palestine, and a short letter he wrote to his son Nachman gives us 
a vivid description of Palestine as it was left, after the Crusades, “ In one word” 
he says “the unbappy rale eeems to be that the holier a place may be, the more 
desolate itis.” Jerusalem was in rains, and what had been marble palaces, were 
then *P57—waste or common lands, free to be appropriated by anybody who 
pleased. There was only a single Minyan of Jews there, who every Sabbath 
met in their houses for prayer. He persaaded them to set apart one of the leas 
demolished buildings, as a synagogue, and they actually sent to Shechem 
(Nablous) for a Sepher. Le also went to Hebron, “the city of the graves of 
our forefathers, that I might pray there, and buy myself a grave, and there bg 
buricd.”” In those tines there was not a single Jew there. Bat when Benjamih 
of Tudela visited it in 1170 he found a few coreligionists living there, and indeed 
went down with some to the Cave of Machpelah, which he describes and which 
was evidently not guarded so j-alously in his time as it is now.. Nowadaye, there 
are almost just a4 many Ashkenaziin as Sephardim, and each community has three 
synagogues ; the Ashkenazim have no provision whatever for education, but there 
are about 60 pupils in the Talmad Torah of the Sephardim. It would be highly 
desirab'e if the Alliance Israclite or Anglo-Jewish Association would see their way 
to establishing a school there of even the humblest dimensions. I gathered from 
the communal leaders that this they anxiously desired, and that, though poor 
they would gladly contribate to the support of such a school. 

The Sephardi Haham is Rachmim Franko, and the Ashkenazi Rabbi, R. 


Simeon Manasseh Schlutzker, who is over 90 years old. There is only one Jew ~ 


—a Mr. Romano—of even moderate means in the town, and he is rather an absen- 
tee landlord, for he lives the greater part of the year in Constantinople. He owns 
a fine large house, of course of stone, andthe banqueting hall on the first floor 
would not disgrace a Norman Castle. He is very hospitable, and Jewish guests 
are brought to his house quite as a matter of course to be boarded and lodged if 
ne essary, just as though it were an hotel. Ne‘ther payment nor a present is 
accepted, but one is expected to contribute to the the local 
“Society for Good Worke,” which, of course, one is only too glad to do. 
Jerusalem, Hebron, Safed, and Tiberias constitute the four “holy cities” of 
the Jews, and nearly all of the Holy Land Jews reside in them. In Safed they 


constitute one-half of the 12,000 inhabitants, and in Tiberias they number © 


3,000 out of 5,000. Besides these, there are a thousand Jews in Haifa, a thousand 
in Sidon, and two thousand in Jaffa, out of a total of six, twelve, and fifteen 
thousand respectively. There are only 150 Jews out of 10,000 in Acre, 120 at 
Shechem out of 18,000, and 120 at Gaza out of 20,000. Including 4,000 colonists, 
which is perhaps an overestimate, I should say that, notwithstanding the recent 
immigration of Russian and toumanian Jews, there are not more than 43,500 of 
Our coreligionists in Palestine out of a total population of over half a million. 


DEATH OF M. EMANUEL ROSENTHAL OF BUCHAREST. 


— 


M. Emanuel Rosenthal, of Bucharest, who was widely known for his undeno- 
winational philanthropy and as a railway contractor and banker, died lately. The 
influential position which he held was evidenced by the imposing demonstration 
onthe occasion of his funeral. The greatest men in Roumania were present ; and 
when it is remembered that Roumania is the classical soil of anti-Semitism, it is of 
no small importance that in the cortége were three leading members of the Cabinet, 
MM. Majoresco, Venescu, ani Marghiloman, besides the President of the Senate, 
the Vice-President of the Chamber of Deputies, and many other members of both 
houses, the Mayor of Bucharest, and the heads of the civil and military depart- 
ments. The honour thus shown to M. Rosenthal’s memory is the more significant 
since he wasa Jew in the traest sense of the word, and was a warm defender of 
his oppresssed coreligionists, An immense concourse of people witnessed the 
funeral procession, which was headed by mounted geodarmes. “ M. Rosenthal was 
a rare man”; such was the designation given him by the Mayor in his funeral 
oration at the cemetery.

Men 
nt to know in these days not how to wrest a Scriptural verse from its ecn- 
roe They are far less concerned to reconcile contlicting 
“ssious in the Bible or the Talmud than to harmonize the vital truths of 


iq With the stubborn facts of their daily lives. They want guidance 
mee ection to help them in their struggle with the world and their own 


Chey want Gop justified, and the paramount clajms of duty yindi- 


cated. They would be filled with faith and inspired with a resolve to do the 
right. It is to such instruction that the preacher must chiefly devote his 
strength. Those who thirst for the waters are more numerous than he 
thinks ; the Jew has longings of soul which it is the pastor's business to 
satisfy and, which, unless they are satisfied, will terminate only in spiritual 
death. 

In saying all this our desire is to promote the work of religious 
progress, not to disparage a body of men distinguished by much 
excellence. It cannot be too often pointed out that the shortcomings of the 
Jewish ministers are but the reflection of communal defects. The saying is 
no less true because it is trite thatthe congregation bas the minister it deserves. 
An insistence by the flock upon a high standard of duty in the pastor will 
assuredly suffice to create that standard. Such evils as exist 
are due to the community, and with the community lies the remedy, Con- 
gregations have only to exercise with wisdom their power of choosing their 
religious guides, and it will not be possible for such letters to be penned as we 
have lately printed. Nor can it be doubted that, as a correspondent asserted 
last week, the Jewish pastor is too often allowed by his flock to do single- 
handed whatever religivus work is attempted in their midst. And when the 
inevitable collapse occurs then they cast the entire blame of the disaster upon 
his shoulders. No mancan minister to the spiritual needs even of a single 
congregation without lay help. The congregants may no more confide such 
a task exclusively to the minister than they may leave to him the duty of obey- 
ing the prescriptions of Judaism. To use in another sense the striking parallel 
in Dr. Hermann Avven's fine sermon at Stroud, theclergyman is not to be for 
the people their Tibetan prayer-wheel. But the necessity of lay work becomes 
still more imperious when the scene of effort transcends the limits of the mere 
congregation. The missionary work to be dene among the Jewish poor is 
admitted on all hands to be enormous, It immeasurably exceeds the powers 
of the slender band that is attempting to cope with it. There are, for 
example, some twenty-five thousand Jews at the East End, the majority of 
whom need elevating influences of some sort, and the task of supplying so 
important a want is at present entrusted to about a score of workers. It 
is abundantly clear that the laity must come to the aid of this tiny army 
if its efforts are not to be that long hopeless battle with overwhelming forces 
which is only one step removed from positive failure. 

WEST LONDON SYNAGOGUE. 


On Sunday last a meeting of the Council of Founders of the West London 
Synagogue of British Jews was held at the Committee Room of the Synagogue, 
Upper Berkeley Street. Mr. J. Q. Henriques, Chairman of the Council, presided. 
The Report and Balance Sheet for presentation to the annual general meeting ‘of the 
congregation were adopted. 

Mr. OSWALD J. SIMON was nominated for election at the annual meeting as a 
member of the Council of Founders in the place of his father, Sir John Simon, whose 
resignation was tendered at the last meeting and confirmed on Sunday. 

On the motion of Mr. LEOPOLD SCHLOSs the annua! grant of £50 to the Burial 
Society of the United Synagogue was renewed. 

Sir PHILIP MAGNUS proposed the renewal of a grant of £50 to Jews’ College, 
but, after discussion, the motion was negatived. It was held by several speakers 
that the College could only be regarded as a Training College for orthodox ministers, 
and therefore partook of a sectional character, rather than of a communal institution 
in the wider sense which would justify a grant from that congregation. It was. on 
the other hand, pointed out that the Junior Minister and Secretary (the Rev. Isidore 
Harris) was trained at Jews’ College, and that its orthodox character was,in existing 
circumstances, absolutely indispensable to render the students acceptable to the 
congregations they would seek to serve. 

Mr. ALFRED J. WALEY, one of the Wardens, moved that in view of the special 
necessities of the Jewish Board of Guardians the grant to that Institution for this 
year should be increased from £100 (as in previous years) to £150. 

The motion was adopted. 

Notices of motion relating to the system of readings from the Prophets recently 
adopted were regarded as quite premature in view of the short period in which the 
new scheme had been in operation.

Mr. S.J. Hetupron, the Head-master, provided a treat for the visitors in the 
singing of a school cantata “ The Queen of the Flowers,” adapted from “ The Queen of 
the Seasons.” A largé proportion of the pupils of hoth sexes were engaged in this 
cantata, which afforded them an excellent opportunity of displaying their abilities as 
vocalists, elocutionists, and in physical éxercises. The solos, both in singing and in 
recitations, were admirable, and particularly amusing was a chorus of infants, each 
of them nursing a doll. Mr. Heilbron ably conducted, and Miss Amy Pyke accom- 
panied on a pianoforte lent by Mr. Whiteley. 

After the distribution of prizes, 

Mr. B. L. Cones, who was loudly cheered, addressed the meeting. He expressed 
his pleasure at having had an opportunity of cementing his connection with an 
institution with the management of which his eldest brother (Mr. Henry L. Cohen) 
and his excellent wife had been prominently identified, and which was mtended to 
befriend the children of the Jewish working classes in a neighbourhood to which he 
was bound by numerous and close ties. He also recollected that his lamented brother, 
the firet member of Parliament for Paddington.—who was appreciated by all its 
inhabitants alike without distinction of cre d or of politics, for the devotion 
and zeal with which he applied himself in the representation of the borough 
—presided over & ceremony similar to the one of that. afternoon. It would 
have been strange, therefore, if he did not highly prize the opportunity of 
showing his interest in an institution which did so much for the working 
and industrial classes. (Cheers). It would be appropriate if he said a word 
or two on behalf of the voluntary schools, especially as the matter was now engag- 
ing #0 much attention. The subject had been written on and spoken about from the 
general point of view. But he would regard it from the point of view of the Jewish 
community. The first idea that strack. him was, that whilst those who knew that 
community from the outside regarded it as one of the most:natural and obligatory 
duties that Jews should maintain voluntary schools, the opposition to those schools 
came almost exclusively from within their body. There were some who professed 
indifference and opposition to those echools because they desired to have Jewish 
children taught Lh Board Schools. and to provide for their religious educa- 
Lion by extrancous means. lle would reply to such men. that the means 
the y would pursue were most impotent for the objects of rr ligion, whilst their 
plans were mos! linpracticable for the children themselves, He would 
say nothing as to the education being accompanied by the universal truths of reli- 
gion, a fact that was accepted by the followers of every faith. He would prefer to 
base his views on the opinion expressed by the Royal Commission on Education. Mr. 
Cohen then quoted from the Royal Commission s report, and he also read the fol- 
lowing extract from an article in the Zimes relative to the early age at which 
children were drawn from. school: “So enormous a number of the‘ local authori- 
ties have adopted Standard IV. as the standard of‘ total exemption * that. the age of 
ten years, which was enacted as the minimum age for * half time’ attendance, is 
rapidly becoming in practice the mazinmumage for any school attendance at all, 
‘Out of 454,752 children presented in Standard [V.in 1886, says the-report in the last 
Education Blue Book, as many as 169,530 disappeared from the examination. lists of 
our schools in 1587;' and this means that in the case of nearly 50 children out of 
every 100, their education is « onsidered to be complete on “passing the fourth stan- 
dard or soon after the age of ten! The Commissioners recommend the age of 11 as 
the minimum for ‘half time’ attendance, and do not contemplate granting total 
exemption from school attendance te any child under 13 years of age.’ Mr. Cohen 
then proceeded to say that his: object in reading the extracts was to found a plea on 
behalf of such institutions as the Bayswater Jewish Schools.. The struggle for life 
Was Intense in all classes; and s0 severe waa the competition that all parents could 
not allord to keep their children in school till they reach a more advanced age. But 
these children having been withdrawn in order that they might add a small pittance 
to the earnings of the family, no one had the right to consign them to night classes 
and to other means for acquiring religious knowledge. If such an institution as 
the one in whose honour they were assembled did nothing more than to keep the 
pupils until they reached the age of 12,18 or 14 years, it would have established a 
paramount claim on the community. He knew how much was done by benevolent 
aAYenuciesr ana by good hearted yp ople to feed and clothe children, and he hoped the 
Jewish community would long retain the good name it possessed for the care it 
bestowed on the poor, old and young. But it was inconsistent to bee solicitous for 
the physical welfare of the children and not to take an interest in institutions which 
supplied their first wants. There was no more sacred and binding duty on the 
leaders of the community than to see that the education of children was provided 
for in a manner calculated to make them good citizens and good Jews. He had no 


wish to diminish the association of Jews with the outer world. He believed that the | 


prejudices which had characterised former generations were to a great extent be- 
gotten by the isolation in which the Jews had lived. He noted with satisfaction the 
growth of a better feeling ; it was therefore more obligatory on the community to 
soe that their young people went forth impressed with the fundamental tenets of 
their faith and and Always practised it. (Cheers). The visitors must all have been 
deeply interested in the performance just given by the children. He himself 
was profoundly delighted with it; but he derived still more pleasure from a visit he 
paid to the school on Tuesday when he saw it in working order. The excellent 
results were derived not through overpressure, or from that sweating system, a term 
which might be as appropriately used with regard to education as to manual labour ; 
for teachers and pupils were working with a light heart. Having then paid a 
tribute to Mr. Heilbron, to Miss Saltiel, the Headmistress. to Mr. B. S. Marks. the 
honorary drawing instructor, and to the Rev. R. Harris, the Honorary Secretary “Mr.

tion of industrial schools he was astonished that there would not be any provision 

for the relief of Jewish disabilities in the Bills before Parliament. The question 
of having a specially Jewish school was one which should be thoroughly ventilated 
inthe community. It would undoubtedly be a great responsibility to add another 
institution to the claims of the appeal-ridden community. Perchance, some bene- 
volent member of the community might, however, as was done on the Continent, 

call it into existence at his own expense and endow it. He hoped that the idea 
would not be merely utopian and that the desideratum would not remain simply a pious 
wish, The success, as far, at any rate, as numbers were concerned, of the sermons 

at the great Synagogue, was very marked, but the accomplishment of real and Jast- 

ing good would depend upon single and inlividual effort. The work of the 

Visitation Committee was extending, and included institutions not previously in 
its purview. The Rev. Mr. Singerand certain ladies took great interest in the 
Home and Lodging House of the Preventive and Rescue Association, and lay 

visitors read Scripture every Sabbath at the Hand-in-Hand Asylum. The work of 
the Committee was also of advantage to the community at large. When last 

summer the Bishop of Bedford aspersed, he could not use any other word, the com- 
munity, the knowledge he had gained at the Committee enabled him to prove that a 
large proportion of the charges were unfounded and others, in ‘a great measure, 
exaggerated. He regretted that the vice of gambling continued amongst the 
industria! classes in the East End, and he had earnestly considered whether it would 
not be tveir duty tocommunicate with the authorities ia order to put a stop to the 
evil. He feared that there was no dimunition ia the lack of morality in the Bast 
End, and he had heard with horror thata certain kini of illegal traffic took place. 
Everything possible would be done to minimise these terrible blots. He observed 
with deep regret tbat misguided persone still attended the dispensaries of the mis- 
sionaries. He was glad that on Thursday a meeting would take place at Toynbee 
Hall, when Mr. F*. D. Mocatta would take steps to establish a Whitechapel Branch 

of the Metropolitan Provident Medical Association, a society which ensured, by 
small periodical payments, proper medical attendance for those members of the 
working classes who were unable to pay the usnal medical charges. He hoped that 
the example which had been set by Mr. Harry 8S. Lewis of settling amongat the 
people of Whitechapel, would be followed by others, and if at any time, Mr. Lewis 
desired to leave T.ynbee Hall, there would be others ready to take bis place and to 
continue hia work. (Cheer-.) 

The Rev. 8S. SINGER said that the figures before the Committee were exceed- 
ing'y satisfactory as, except in a solitary instance, the number of inmates im the 
various institutions had diminished. He considered it would bea fair inference to 
deduce fronr these, as well as other reductions in communal statistics, that the con- 
tinued Jewish immigration which had been threatened had ceaved. He would 
welcome greater detail in the figures, especially.in those of inmates of prisons, a 
it could then be ascertained whether the 112 persons, which was the maximum 
number of Jewish inmates in prisons atany one time, wasin fair ratio to, or lower than 
the statistics of the general community. He couid not agree to the desirability of a 
Jewish industrial school, unless every other alternative had been tried and failed. He 
thought that the time had come when not only Jewish gentlemen should be asso- 
ciated with the army and navy, but that Jewish boys should be induced to enter the 
Services. Hecould not see why if Jewish majors or colonels were * gallant,” 
Jewish captains or privates could not be the same. There were nearly 15,000 
Jewish boys in the United Kingdom, and if some of them entered the fighting ser- 
Vicea in preference toadopting business pursuits, he would consider it a matter 
for gratification rather than regret. Toe bugbear of * the difficuities in the way ” 
were raised whenever the question was mooted, but if they were overcome for the 
lawyer ani doctor, they should not p ove insuperable for the soldier aod the sailor. 

The Rev. J. A. GOULDSTIEN suggested that visitors should be “attached ” to 
every infirmary and workhouse in the metropolis and that the Governors should be 
acquainted with the fact. Were the plan adopted it would be the means of securing 
uninistrations for Jews in any of those institations to which they did not usually 
resort. He considered that something should be done for Jewish incurables and 
would suggest that a ward might be added to one of the existing Jewish institutions. 

The Revs. J. F. Stern, I, Samuel, H. Gollancz, E. Spero (who referred to the 
work of the Rev. B. Salamonsat Chatham), and IL. Phillips gave their experiences 
and made suggestions, 

Mr. BensAMIN L. Cone N in proposing a vote of thanks to the members of the 
Visitation Committee and honorary visitors, referred to the subject of industrial 
schoo!s, and said, that he wasstrongly opposed to one ad hoe apecial and distinct school 
for the Jewish community. He also was opposed to the establishment of a new 
institution. He did not think that the case was quite hup-less in the hands of the 
authorities of existing industri»l schools. The Houses of Parliament should insist 
upon schools admitting Jewish children. The special requirements should be 
limited as faras possible, and it was neither right nor politic to magnify the diffi- 
culties in the way. The Unite! Synagogue regarded the work of the Visitation 
Committee with special satis‘ action, and he could testify to all those present that 
the Council deeply appreciuted their services. One of the honorary officers of one 
of the younvest of the communal institutions, in a speech delivered recently 
claimed for it that it hid succeeded in awakening the attention of the community 
to the Jevs in East London. He could only say that the Board of Guardians, 
whose sphere had been amongst the Jews of East London, had been calling attention 
to them forthe last thirty years, and if 1t had not succeeded then the anpeals 
annually made by his lamented brother, and those penned by himself, had been 
made in vain. The United Synagogue spent last year £250 In visita- 
tion work, and the President of t.e United Synagogue identified himself 
specially with that particular branch of the work by large mon tary con- 
tributions. A scheme which the United Synagogue had under consideration 
had fur its object the elevation of the Jews of the East End. The 
project, which would entail great expense, required much labour and elaboration, 
and it would be the desire of the promoters to enlist every co-operation and receive 
every possible suggestion, but he would ask that the the public should not expect 
any part of the scheme to appear until at least the groundwork was ready, upon 
which a useful aud beneficent structure could be reared. He could testify to the 
assistance that the Sanitary Committee of the Board of Guardians rece’ ved from 
the co-operation of the members of the Visitation Committee. Mr. Cohen echoed 
some of the remarks of previous sprakers, 

In seconding the vote, Mr. N. 8. Joseru said there had been an immense 
advance in recent years in philanthropy, sud everything dealing with the welfare 
and advange of humanity. The Jews had not been behind, out, as always, had 
led the van in the work of charity. The work accomplished by the Visitation 
Committee had grow» to its present magnitude from very small dimensi ms when 
it commenced fifteen years ago. He was quite opposei ‘o the establishment of 
special Jewish industrial schools. If the atep were attempted it would nt be com. 
pleted unless there were f ur schools, industrial schools for boys and girls and 
reformatories for boys and girls He considered that it wos # questionable 
benefit to take away trom the boys the right to the Christian in- 
struction, which included 1|-ssons in morality, unless something else 
could take its place. If parents were impressed with the fact that upon their 
children coming within t»e penaity of the law they came within the danger of 
being alienated from their religion they might be more careful in their training. 
The boys who were at 5t. Paul's Schools were only nominally Jews, Trey were 
pagans when they were admitted. It he had to choose betweeu the boys growing 
up vad Jews or good Cohri-tians, with the knowledge of the shortcomings of 
Christianity in bis mind, he would prefer the latter course. He thonght that 


‘incurables might be individualised and placed under the care of couples who would

Theannual meeting of the Jewish Association for the Diffusion of Religious 
Knowledge was held on Wednesday at the Vestry Room of the New West yer 
Synagogue. Mr. N. 8. Joseph, one of the Vice- Presidenta, occupied the chair, an 
there were present: The Revs. Dr. H. Adler, D. Fay, H. Gollancz, B.A., J. A. 
Gouldstein, fsidore Harris, M.A., Morris Joseph, I. Samuel, and 8, Singer, Messrs. E. 
N. Adler, M.A., Nathaniel L. Cohen, E. A. Franklin, A. Levy, H. Lucas, Claude 
G. Montefiore, Samuel Moses, B.A., James H. Solomon, Meyer A. Spielman. 

On the motion of the Chairman, seconded by the Rev. Morris Joseph, the 
annual report and balance-sheet were adopted. 

The report states that the progress noted in previous yeare has been suc easfully 
maintained, The Sabbath School Classes held at the Jewa’ Free School are as 
popularas ever they were. Seven handred and tweaty-‘our pupils now attend as 
against 691 in 1887, Atthe Old Castle Street Board School there are over 900 
children in attendance as against 80 ; at the Settles Street Classes there bas been 
a small decr-ase—f om 630 to 620, and at the Chicksand Street the numbers 
have fallen from 621 to 539. This falling off is explained by the fact that the 
numbers were given last year immediately after the secular examination at the 
echool when there is alarge inflax of pupils. The report beiog published two 
months earlier this year, the exodus from the schoo! has taken place, while the new 
pupils have not yet been received. At the Gravel Lane Clesses the numbers have 
risen from 183 to 213, and at the Berner S:reet Classes from 220 to 309. Phere are 
at present 260 children at the Hanbury Street School waiting for the Associatioa 
to undertake theirinstruction, but the committee feel that the present financial 
outlook would not warrant their accepting the responsibility. They anxiously 
await an adequate respon-e from the public to enable them to add these classes to 
those maintained Sy them at present. It will be seen from the foregoing that in 
the five echools underthe Association nearly 2.600 children receive Hebrew and 
Religious instruction. Leaving out the Jews’ Free Sciiool in Spitalfields and the 
Jews’ Infant School, the number of pupils thus educated by the Association is 
greater than all the other Jewish denominational schools in the metropolis muster 
between them. This is a very important point, as becomes apparent when the co-t 
of maintenance is considered. The community (ora considerable section, certainly) 
is apt to regard denominational schools as an unnecessary burden, and support is 
withheld from these institutions becsuse it is thought that they are no long+r a 
necessity of the times, The balande-sheet shows that the total cost of the main- 
tenance af the Board School Classes for the year was little over £584 ; that is to 
aay, 2,600 children received a Hebrew and Religious education at a cost to the com- 
munity of £584, or about 4s, per scholar. Toclose these classes would mran (if 
aoy responsibility as to the religious training of these poor children is recognised) 
to erect in the centre of the East End population anotner Jewish denominational 
school at least as large asthe onein Bell Lane, at a cost to the community of many 
thousand pounds perannum. The Committee point out that the public cannot in 
any senee accuse them of extravagance in the administration of the scanty funds 
placed at their disposal. A fairly large proportion of the work is done voluntarily 
and the working expenses »mount tothe remarkably low figure of £36 ino a total of. 
2779. The balance-sheet shows a deficit of over £108 upon the year’s work. There 
has been a slightincreaso in the donations and an equivalent falling off in the 
subscriptions. Mr. Herber’ H. Raphael, recently elected a member of the London 
Schon) Board, has joined the Committee, aod the Association trusts that all matt re 
affecting the interests of Je#ish children at the Board Schools will be watched by 
that gentleman and receive his anxious care, I: having ben reported to the Com- 
mittee that there sre Jewish children participating in Christian religious iastruc- 
tion in several Board Schools, the matter was referred to the Education Sub- 
Committee to take action, and the services of the clergy have been invoked to visit 
the schools in their different districts, to bring the p ovisions of the Conscience 
Clause under the immediate notice of the parents of these children, and t» report 
to the Association. The Committee conclude with asking for a ready and ample 
response to the appeal which will shortly be i-sue'. 

Oa the question of the election of honorary officers the Chairman reminded the 
meeting that for many years the Association had been without a President, and in 
electing to the vacant office Mr. Henry Lucas, who had, since 1831, acted as Trea- 
surer, ani who was intimately coune ‘ted with leading communal institutions, the 
Committee would be doing a great thing forthe Association. Mr. Jo-eph formally 
moved the election «f Mr. Lucas as President. 

Mr, NATHANIEL L. C HEN seconded the motion, and assured Mr. Lacas that he 
could count o» the cordial co-operation of of all supporters of the institution. 

Mr. E. A. FRANKLIN, asone of the oldest members of the Association, supported 
the motion, which was carried by acclamation. 

Mr. Henry LUCAS, on assuming the Chair, was loudly cheered. He said that 
he had long hesitated before acoépting the offer made to him ty bis friend, Mr. 
Nathaniel L. Cohen, when he considered how the burdens cast on the institution 
bad increased. When in 1881 he ace pted the office of Treasurer. the nauitine of 
children was about 1,000 ; they now numbered 2,600. During thesame period the 
expenditure had risen from £417 tonearly £800. On the Other hand,the number of 
subscribers and donors had not ouly not increased, but had actually diminished. 
The Arsociation had only been able to continue its work because those who already 
contributed to ite funds had doubled their sutscriptions, On mak'ng inquiry he 
foun’ also that hundreds of Jewish children in Board Schools practically received 
no religious education whatever, because the Jewish public would not pay for the 
instruction of those childr-n. In that state of things it was not unreasonable that 
he should have hesitated to take upon himself the responsibility of the President- 
ship of the Association, but be had yielded to the solicitations of Mr. N. L. Cohen, in 
the hope that the Jewish public would support it better in the, future than 
they bad done in the past. If the Comwmitree were not well supported, they would 
have to close the Classes, but he did not thisk the community would allow such a 
state of things to arise

fhe students of the University of Munich celebrated yesterday the 
ninetieth birthday of Dr, von Déllinger, one of the ripest scholars aud most ardent 
champions of religious liberty whom modern Germany has produced, More than 
thirty years have elapse | since he wrote his great work “ Heathenism and Judaism. 
We published in 1881 a translation (by Dr. D. Asher, of Leipsic), of the brilliant 
Address on the Jews of Europe, delivered by Dr. Déllinger, at the Academy of 
Sciences in Munich on July 25th, 1881. | 

Mr. D. F. Schloss contributes a thoughtful article, ‘‘ What is the ‘Sweating 
System,’ to the February number of the Charity Organization Review. Mr. Schloss 
has proved himself so completely a master of the subject that we would strongly 
recommend a reissueof his valuable articles in a volume. It wou!d form a com- 
plete compendium, marked by a thorough knowledge of every branch and every 
detail, of the complex question. 

Dr. Kaufmann, of Buda-Pesth, has had Mr. Elkan N, Adler's “ Notes on a 
Journey to the East,” which bave been appearing in the Jewish Chronicle, trans. 
lated into German, and they are now being published in Dr, Bloch’ 
Ocsterrcichische Wochenachrift, 

The second part of the popular edition of Graetz'’s “ History of the Jews” has 
juat been published, and embraces the period from the destruction of Jerusalem in 
the reign of the Emperor Vespasian until the wholesale compulsory conversions of 
Jews in Spain, An engraved “ portrait’ of Moses Maimonides is given as a 
frontispiece. 

A cheap and popular edition of “The Premier and the Painter,” which was so 
highly commended by reviewers, has just been published by Mr. Spencer Blackett, 
The story is one of considerable interest, especially at the present moment. Mr. J 
Freeman Bell is a co-religionist, and his work offers great promise for the future. 

This month's Century Magazine contains a very interesting notice of the work 
of Joseph Israe}s, the emirent. Dutch painter. 

At the monthly meeting of the Society of Biblical Archwology, a paper by the 
Rev. ©. J. Ball will be read on “ Nebachadnezzar in the Bible and the Cuneiform 
Inscriptions.” 


In the new number of //arper's Magazine there is an illustrated article on the 

Institute of France. One of the illustrations represents a meeting of the Acalémie 

des Inscriptions et Belles Lettres, presided over by our eminent coreligionist, M. 
M ichel Bréel. 

In Paris there has been published “ Calvin hébraisant enterpréte de l'Ancient 
Testament.” The object of the work, which is by A. J. Baumgartner, is sufficiently 
indicated by the title. 

Meseare. Tribner have in the press a work by Mr, S. Alexander, M.A., Fellow of 
Lincoln College, Oxford, entitled “ Moral Order and Progress: an analysis of 
ethical conceptions,” It will be in three books, the first dealing with conduct and 
character, the second with statistical-moral order, and the third with dynamical- 
moral growth and progress. 

The American and Oriental Record, which the late Mr. Nicholas Triibner 
started about 20 years ago, is to be enlarged under the title of “ 7riibner’s Record,” 
It will be devoted to the literature of the Bist, as well as to curreat American

Mr. CHARLES SALAMAN.—The eminent composer and musical critic will 
celebrate his 75th birthday on Sunday next. His numerous admirers must be 
pleased to know that, despite physical infirmities, this distinguished musician is as 
vigorous as ever in his devotion to his beloved art, and continues with unabated 
force to increase the repertory of English vocal music to which he has already 
added so much that is classical and melodious, Some years have already elapsed 
since we first saw the sheet announcing “ Half a century of Song.” It is now more 
than sizy years since Mr. Salamau was first kaown to the musical world. Taught 
by Beethoven's own pupil, Charles Neate, and afterwards by Dr. Crotch, the name 
of Charles Salaman must convey to musical enthusiasts something of the character 
of a message from that great generation of musicians of which Beethoven was the 
patriarch and king down to the present time when music seems to have entered 
upon new paths and untrodden highways. Mr. Salaman was a founder of two 
important musical societies,in both cases he performed the arduous duties of honorary 
secretary. Of the Musical Society of London, he was certainly the life and soul 
during the whole period of its existence ; and he contributed valuable literary aid 
to the Musical Associa'ion for the investigation and discuasion of subjects connected 
With the art and science of music. Although aptly described as the English 
Schubert in vocal music, Mr, Salaman’s pen is also famous for the work it has done 
in the department of pianoforte musio, Such compositions as his “ Toceato” in F 
sharp minor, his ‘' Saltareilo,” and his “ Rondo” will always be regarded by students 
of the hixher order of music as unique types of English classical work. Mr 
Salaman’s contributions to the Cathedral music of this country are marked by 
special merit.
